NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 4th December, 1978 

G.S.R.569(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 24 of the Passports Act, 1967 (1J of 1967), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Passports Rules, 1967, namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Passports (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the first proviso to rule 6 of the Passports Rules, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for clause (i), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(i) furnishes a certificate from a Member of Parliament or Member of Legislative Assembly of a State or Union Territory or Member 
of Legislative Council of a State or Member of Metropolitan Council, Delhi, or an officer not below the rank of a Deputy Secre¬ 
tary to Government or a Magistrate of the First Class;” 

3. In tho proviso to Sub-rute (1) Of rule 10 of the said rules, the following words shall be inserted at the end, namely ;— 

“and an India-Sri Lanka Passport shall continue in force for a period of four years from the date of its issue.” 

4. After rule 16 of the said rules the following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

"17. Named foreign country—Each of the following countries shall be a 'named foreign country’ for the purpose of the Expla¬ 
nation to sub-section (1) of section 3, namely :— 

(a) Bangladesh; and 

(b) Sri Lanka.” 

5. In Schedule III appended to the said rules, in Form EA(P)-1, under the heading “Verification Certificate" for the portion beginning 
with the word “caution" and ending with the words and bracket “First Class)", the following shall be substituted, namely 

"Caution : This is an important document and should be signed after due consideration (To be signed by a Member of Parliament or 
Member of Legislative Assembly of a State or Union territory or Member of Legislative Council of a State or Member of Metro¬ 
politan Council, Delhi, or an officer not below the rank of a Deputy Secretary to Government or a Magistrate of the First Class)."
